His 
part in the alleged conspiracy to 
smash the Sovict’s five-year’ plan 
was to prepare the way for arm- 
ed foreign intervention, and he 
implicates, among others, M. 
Poincare, M. Briand, Mr. Winaton 
Churchill, Sir Henri Deterding, 
and Lawrence, of Arabia. 

A message from ‘Paris says 
that M. Poincare and M. Briand 
have both denied Ramzin’s allega- 
tions, 

‘According. to Reuter’s corres- 
pondent at Riga, the Soviet au- 
thorities are, staging elaborate 
mass demonstrations against the 
accueed men in the conspiracy 
trial. Organised processions in 
the principal towns throughout 
Russia have been arranged,. and 
delegations from various organian- 
tions will acquaint the judges of 
the fact that the masses expect 
them to satisfy ‘the proletarian 
demand for death sentences, 

The trial of the accused, Pro- 
fessor Laritchev, according to the 
Tass news agency, has confirmed 
the details given in Ramzin's con-

EARTHQUAKE DESTRUCTION 1N 
JAPAN. 


, , 
“AREA MAINLY RURAL. 


: Tokyo, Yesterday. 
_ The earthquake has felt a sad 
trail of death and destruction in 
its wake, but the effect on the in- 
dustrial and commercial life of 
the nation is small, as the area 
that was hit, is mainly rural. 
Apart from the destruction of 
lives, property, roads and com- 
munications, the main material 
damage seems to be confined to 
Shimizu Harbour and the Tanna 
Tunnel. The damage to the new 
construction works at Shimizu 
Harbour is estimated at more 
than a millon yen. 

The damage to the tunnel is be- 
lieved to be heavy. It has been 
in the course of construction for 
several years, and is to link Atama 
with Numazu, Its estimated cost 
is Yen 20,000,000. 

Immensg ‘difficulties have at- 
tended the construction, the work- 
men continually. tapping streams 
of boiling water, and other things 
indicating seismic activity in the 
locality. The seismic centre of 
the present 'quake is estimated in 
this vicinity, and it is thought 
that the tunnelling work may 
possibly have been partly. respon- 
sible for the 'quake. 


Tokyo, Later. 
Though it is believed that the 
worst is past, after-tremors con- 
tinue in the stricken area. 
The Central Observatory .an- 


nounces that ‘over 860 weak but]. 


tremors and num- 


been recorded since the initial 
‘quake yesterday morning. 
Fearing further ‘quakes, most 
of the inhabitants in the: affect. 
ed area have spent the night in 
the open, huddled together for 
warmth. Relief ‘parties are 
working strenuously to alleviate 
the sufferings of the populace. 
The Government has decided to 
grant the refugees temporary 
exemption: from taxes. Fortun- 
ately there is no shortage of food, 
and though the: cold weather is 
adding to the misery it is really 
a blessing in disguise, as it lessens 
the likelihood of an outbreak of 


disease.—Reuter. - x

“WATCHING” COMMISSION 
IMPORTANCE. 


A PERMANENT BODY. 


, London, Yesterday. 

_.AS regards the “watching” 
commission, agreed to at Geneva, 
Lord Cecil stated that he attach- 
ed the. very highest importance 
to the creation of this body. Its 
institution would be an immense 
step towards the organisation of 
a reduction and limitation of 
irmaments.’ It would mean there 
would be at Geneva‘a permanent 
body .always studying the ques- 
tion and always watching over 
the execution of whatever con. 
ventions might be agreed upon. 
Briefly stated, the scheme is as 
follows :— 

The Governments shall appoint 
members to this permanent com- 
mission, not as their representa- 
tives but in respect of their quali- 
fications for the duties of follow- 
ing the execution of the proposed 
disarmament convention.

WHAT RUSSIA IS DOING. ., 


Moscow, Sept, 4. 

An Intensive effort to atimulate 
the Initiative and efficioncy of the 
broad masses of Soviet workers 
will mark the beginning, on Octo- 
ber 1, of the new economic year— 
the third year of the famous Five- 
Year Plan. .° 

October 1 has been designated by, 

the National Council of Trades 
Unions as the “day of shock bri- 
gadea,” the purpose of which is to 
draw as many factory and mine 
workers a8 possible into these In- 
dustrial “troops,” pledged to act 
the pace for'the rest of the working 
class. : 
In every industrial and . other 
economic establishment in the 
whole land of the Soviet, the hard- 
est working and moat enthuslaatic 
groups, usually with the Commun- 
ists and Communist Youths in the 
lead, are organised into ahock bri- 
gades. 

By their individual examples 
they aim at encouraging their fel- 
low workers to exert’ themselves

particular establishments. 

The enlargement, ond “pepping 
up,” of the brigades of October 1 
is only one of a number of mea- 
sures whereby the Soviet regime

“Socjalist competition’- between 
various. factories, sometimes be- 
1ween entire industries, is another 
of the means for stimulating pro- 
ductivity which will be emphasised 
in to-day’s propaganda,

fulfilling and outstripping their 
plans. 

_ Bard Work and Poor’ Food. 

‘The laxness of labour morale is 
due largely to the fact that the

FALLING OFF I! IN EXPORTS. 

Hostery occupies an important 
poaltion In Japan’s export ‘trade, 
saya an article in the “Japan 
Advertiser.” Exports for 1926 
declined about . ¥.5,000,000 to 
Y.26,000,000 but those for 1927 in- 
creased to ¥.29,000,000, Further 
gains have been made since then. 
The export value for 1928 amount- 
ed to ¥.88,000,000, advancing to 
Y.36,000,000 in 1929. 

A sudden turn for the worse has 
taken place this year. Exports for 
the first nine months, registored 
Y.23,800,000; declining Y.4,300,000, 
or 15 per cent. from the same 
period of last year. 

The chief countries of destina- 
tion are British India, the’ South 
Seas and China. Britain fa a 
‘fairly heavy conaumer of Japanese | 
knitted goods. Political and 
economic factors In: the Orlent 
directly affect the hoafery export 
trade. ° 
Causes of Decline. 


The most potent cause is the 
drop in bar allver. 
gooda boycott movement was car: 
rled out persistently in British 
India following the raise of tariff 
on cotton cloth. That country is 
the largest consumer of Japanese 
hosiery .and the boycott hit the 
trade hard. Effects of the boycott 
still. are evident. 

In Cuba the tariff: on foreign 
hosiery was also doubled., The 
growth of the hosiery in- 
dustry in China must not 
be overlooked.

NEW CUSTOMS WAR ON DUTY 
EVADERS.

An intensive campaign to stop 
smuggling by passengers travel- 
ling to. Britain from the Contin- 
ent has been ordered by the Cus- 
toms authorities, 

The chief object is to catch the 
women who regularly buy ‘duti- 
able dresses, undergarments, and 
stockings In Paris and elsewhere 
and carry them into Britain with- 
out declaring them. ‘ 


It is the intention to take 
feople who offend in this way to 
the police court so fhat they may 
be- punished by the publicity as 
well as by 4 fine and the confisca- 
tion of their goods. 


Excuses and offers to pay the 
duty will not be accepted. “More 
prosecutions” is the instruction, 


An estimate by Customs officers 
is that at least 60 per cent. of 
passengers from France and Bel. 
gium who purchase small! ‘quan* 
titles of dutiable goods abroad do 
not'declare them when_they arrive 
in Britain, 

“Women provide us with our 
most difficult problems,” said a 
leading Customs official. “They 
glory In smuggling dresses and° 
underwear, and seem to think 
there is nothing wrong in the 
business, They do not realise 
that in addition to robbing the 
State they are doing infinite harm 
to British trade. 

- “Frequently, when’ we hold up 
a woman who has dutiable Body

NOW EMPLOYING 40,000 
WORKERS, . 


New York.—A A shipbullding pro- 
gramme = giving employment - to 
more than 40,000 men, whoge ‘an- 
nual wages ‘aggregate $60,000,000 
ia in progress in the United States, 


uccording to a report just sent’ to‘ 


President Hoover by the National 
Council of American Shipbuilders 
hore. . The sum paid. in wages re- 
presents 80 ‘per cent, of the-total 
coat of $76,000,000 for the ships, 
the report stated. 

New tonnage on order, or about 
to be ordered, is sufficient'to keep 
the yards active until the end: of 
1934, it continued, stressing that 


this is in sharp contrast to con- 


ditions abroad, where.the reduced 
amount of construction has caus- 
od unemployment in, the shipbuild 
ing centres, ~~" : 

While the report was compiled 
to refute rumours indicating a. 
cessation in activity in American 
yards, it served’ the double pur- 
pose Of showing the number of 
men who have been given bei 
on new maritime construction sul 

sequent to the passing of the 
Jones-White Marine Act, te which 
the ‘council of shipbuilders  at- 
tributes the new cra in American 
shipping. ' 

The liberal. Joan provisions of 
the act and the mail contracta 
available under it have given an 
impetus to shipbuilding which 
will soon -provide the United 
States with -a.merchant marine 
comparable with those . ‘of other 
powers. 

Contracts exceeding. $140,000, 000 
in value, for the construction of 
new merchant ‘ships have been 
executed, the repork' stated, and 
with additional orders ' totalling 
$135,000,000 will mean an expen- 
diture of $276,000,000 during a 
five-year period ending in.

The mail-bag was sealed and ad- 
dressed tao H.B.M. Legation, 
Tangier, and, aa is the custom in 
the. case of official documents sent 
by the Foreign Office to diplomiatic 
and Consular officers in the Far 
East, was ‘given’ to the captain of 
the liner, being British, to be de- 
livered by him to H.M. Agent and 
Cénsul-General at Tangler. The 


The safe was brought | Up from the 
Egypt, and when . it was prised 
open it was seen that the sea water 
had got into it. The mall-bag had 
rotted, and its contents, a ‘sodden 
mass of papers, had to be carefully 
lifted out and placed in a wooden 
box. This box, on being opened at 
the - Foreign Office, disclosed a 
heap of yellow, mouldy documents, 
stuck together, which emitted a 
musty smell.

The British Sailors’ Society has 
just {asued its report on the ocean 
library service, instituted by the 
soctoty, in, which it points out that

the grand total of 23,949, which re- 
prosents nearly three quarters of a 
million volumes. ‘At the present. 
time more than 1,000 British Mer. 
chant ships. are furnished with 
these libraries. :

All Hbraries conform to 
a standard classification which has 
been specially adopted by a com- 
petent library committee, and our 
long and unique experience which 
has brought us in close personal 
touch with the men’ has proved 
without doubt that our selection of 
books js one which is best suited to 
the varying tastes of the Yeaders. 
No better testimony is needed than 
the hundreds of letters we receive 
in the course of a year from the
